Effort underway to recall EJ commissioner 


Last week, the Charlevoix County 
Election Commission approved 
wording of a petition Which calls far 
the recall of East Jordan City Com- 
missioner Shane Williams. 

The petition was brought to the 
commission by local citizens and 
businessmen Mike Burr and Jack 
Vincent. who cite several alleged vio- 
lations by Williams of the city char- 
ter in their recall effort. 

Burr and Williams both noted 
separately that the approval of the pe- 
tition wording did not indicate 
whether the allegations made therein 
are true or false. 

The hearing, said Burr, was merely 
to assure clarity. “Ie doesnt have to 
be truthful.” he said. 

Of course, he added, he stands be- 
hind the allegations. “I can substan- 
tiate all of this through letters | Will- 


ams] has written [to the city commis- 
sion and city administrator David 
White.” Burr said. 

The allegations in question stem 
back to a recent furor concerning the 
East Jordan Fire Deparment in which 
Williams inquired into safety and 
leadership issues within the depart- 
ment. The issue, which erupted at 
several city Commission meetings, 
was recently pul to rest, with areas of 
concern scheduled to be addressed. 
and a mediation process to handle 
personnel concerns within the depart- 
ment scheduled to begin Wednesday.

if he did not address tire department 
issues, and seeking lo investigate af- 
fairs and operations of the department 
without a resolution of the city com- 
mission. 

Though Burr and Vincent were not 
involved in the issue itself. they both 
personally felt the manner in which 
it was conducted was “out of hand. 

“Our city doesnt need this.” Burr 
said. The two did some research on 
what they would need to do to put 
together a recall petiton. After col- 
laborating on the verbage of the peti- 
tion, Burr then submitted it to 
Charlevoix County Clerk Jane 
Brannon. 

Burr and Vincent now have 90 
days to gather the 157 stgnatures to 
have the petition certified and to pul 
the recal] to a vote. 

Williams. for his part. denies any 


wrongdoing. “The only thing clear 
to me is they don’t have their facts 
straight.” he said. “What he's writ- 
ten fin the petition] is not true.” 

According to Williams, sections of 
the charter cited in the petition are 
only quoted in part. and when looked 
atin the full context of the document 
take on a different meaning. 

Williams noted that part of the 
correspondence referred to in the pe- 
tition was a letter that the commis- 
sion had requested he write outlining 
his concerns, and that according to 
city charter, he has “every right as a 
commissioner to ask for [White's] 
replacement.” 

He also maintains that he has 
never threatened to fire the fire chief. 
adding that as a commissioner, per the 
city charter, “] can make reconmen- 
dations.” 


Williams also said that section 
3.04e of the City Charter allows for 
members of the city commission to 
inquire into the day to day operations 
of a city department through the city 
admunistrator, 

“AILT was trying to do was pro- 
tect the citizens of the community,” 
said Williams. “I still feel like I pro- 
vided a to-do [tst.” 

Williams also added that he be- 
lieves that Burr, who has expressed 
his intent to run for a city commis- 
sion seat in November's election, is 
pursuing the petition in an effort “to 
gain popularity with people that are 
disappointed with me.” 

“He blames me [for negative pub- 
licity].” Williams said, “but what is 
he doing with the recall?” 

Williams was clected in 1999 toa 
four-yeur term.

Stage ] is an open Cal} 
for Entries to Michigan artists for 
concept sketches of a piece of perma- 
nent outdoor sculpture that meets the 
design criteria. There is no entry fee, 
nor fee paid to artists for their sub- 
mitted concept sketches. Deadline for 
submissions is July 16.

In Stage 11, each semi-finalist will 
be asked to submit by Sept. 14, de- 
tailed construction drawings, a scale 
model of the sculpture, cost estimates, 
and descriptions of the construction 
and installation processes. Upon sub- 
mission of these materials, each semi- 
finalist will be paid a flat fee of $500. 
The selection committee will choose 


the final design. The Watershed 
Council will then work to secure 
funding for construction and instal- 
lation of the piece. 

“The beauty of Northern 
Michigan’s waters have inspired gen- 
erations of writers, painters, and 
sculptors” said Wil Cwikiel, Water 
Resource Program Director. “We are 
very excited to be part of the move- 
ment to place art in public places and 
foster the celebration of waters 
through art. We encourage all artists 
to submit conceptual designs in re- 
sponse to this open call for entries.”

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Marty Ward, local musician and founding 
member of the Jelly Roll Blues Band, has just 
released his second album, Miracles in Para- 
dise. 


Produced by Alan Hewitt in Los Angeles and 


mastered at Capital Studios.in Hollywood, the 
highly acclaimed album features mostly origi- 
nal songs written by Ward, but also includes cov- 
ers of Sarah McLachlan’s “Angel,” Van 
Morrison’s “Someone Like You,” and the Cars’ 
“Drive.” The songs are a blend of adult con- 
temporary and pop, and feature Ward's sax and 
vocals. 

Ward hopes that his album will offer “some- 
thing for everybody.” He says his goal in writ- 
ing music is to connect with his listeners on an 
inspirational level. ; 

“To me, music is all about inspiration,” he 
says. 

Born in northern Michigan, Ward was raised 
in Boyne City, where he first found his love for 
music, “At nine years old, playing guitar, I saw 
myself as a singer/songwriter,” he said, “not a 
sax player.” Of course, finding that he was good 
at the saxophone and receiving the “positive re- 
inforcement” that went along with discovering 
that talent “took me on a course of it’s own. 

“Inwardly, I probably wanted to be a writer 
{like} Jackson Browne or James Taylor.” 

Ward graduated from the Interlochen Arts 
Academy and went on to study at Boston’s 
Berklee College of Music, and by his early 20s, 
he had experienced phenomenal regional suc- 
cess as one of the founding members of the Jelly 
Roll Blues Band. 

“It was the most magical experience,” he says 
of the time he spent with the band. Arriving on 
the heels of the sedate early 80s music scene, 
Jelly Roll shook things up, racking up enthusi- 
astic critical reviews and devotion from fans. 
The group opened: for such legends as Ramsey 
Lewis and Earl Klugh. 

In late 1982, though, Ward’s musical aspira- 
tions took him to Chicago to team up with friend 
Alan Hewitt and his band, eighty-eight. The 
group was the premier band in Chicago, and 
appeared in the first season of TV’s Star Search. 
National exposure had the group, and Ward, feel- 
ing as though they were on the verge of the next 
big thing. “We were on the fast track to fame,” 
Ward said. “It was only a matter of time.” 

Ward’s lifestyle, too, was in many ways, on 
the fast track. “I was living the thrust of the 
thing,” he said. ‘There was lots of adulation.” 
Living on the rush of impending stardom, 
though, has a price. “The universe will only take 
that (type of living] so long. I was not paying 
attention to what’s important. My priorities were 
not terribly in line.” 

Aserious car accident in 1984 brought Ward’s 
career with eighty-eight to an end, and changed 
his life drastically. He sustained serious head 
injuries, fracturing his skull in two places, land- 
ing him the hospital with his chances of recov- 
ery in question. 

Though he needed surgery, Ward spent seven 
hours lying in the hospital while staff attempted 
to get in touch with family members to give con- 
sent for the procedure. 

When Ward’s right side went paralyzed, the 
surgeons knew that he was in a life-threatening 
situation, and went ahead with surgery to remove 
a blood clot. Immediately, surgeons said, his 
tight side came back. His parents, in the mean- 
time, had finally been contacted and were on 
their way to his side. 

The morning following his surgery Ward, 
who was not on any type of life support, needed 
to wake up for the first time. Unable to rouse 
him, his mother shouted his name, “‘Martin,’ as 
if she were at me as a little kid,” he laughs. And 
he responded. 

At that point, facing the possibility of a tre- 
mendous amount of physical therapy as well as 
the loss of his momentum on the fast track to 
fame, Ward began to look to the bigger picture. 
He asked himself, “why this happened to me.” 

One of the most interesting parts of the ex- 
perience, Ward said, is that “from the minute 
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both original and cover songs. 


she woke me up, [ never had one inkling of fear 
{of not recovering].” 

Two weeks after the accident, Marty walked 
out of the hospital, lucky to be alive. 

Later, he said, “I knew [the accident happened] 
to set me on a different course.” He did not, he 
adds, have a near-death experience, “I didn’t see 
a white light,” but, he added, “it wasn’t supposed 
to be that way for me. This was a wake-up call 
for me.” 

The experience, he says. helped him develop 
the ability to deal with challenges, and laugh when 
things are difficult. “This was my spiritual awak- 
ening,” he said. “My plan wasn’t working.” 

Not, of course, that life’s been a bowl of cher- 


‘ries since then. He’s made mistakes, he said, “but 


my whole outlook has changed.” 

After spending several years in San Diego 
working as a senior vice president for a manu- 
facturing firm, that experience helped Ward real- 
ized that music was where his true spirit could be 
found. 

He remained in San Diego and released his 
first album, That's What Living Is. Reuniting with 
former bandmate Alan Hewitt, he worked on sev- 
eral other projects, including music for two Jane 
Fonda “Walk to the Music” workout tapes. 

Recently, Ward has moved back to Boyne City. 
“T’d had 18 years of the city,” he said. “It was 
time to come home to Michigan.” 

His music career, though, 1s moving full speed 
ahead, this time, though, with inspiration at its 
core. “‘As I started to write more music in the 
late 80s,” he said, “I wanted songs to touch people 
in a way that makes them think about themselves 
and the way they go about things.” 

His music, despite its spiritual component, is 
not, he said, Christian music, though with record 
executives often trying to place him in the Chris- 
tian music category, Ward has had to work to keep 
his music on the track he envisions for it. “It’s 
not easy,” he said. “It would be much easier for 
me to be in that marketplace.” 

But, he adds, “‘there is the market that responds 
to this type of music.” His job, he said, is to 
market his work so that those who see his adver- 
tisements and hear his music “will get it.” 

Though working out of northern Michigan is 
a little unorthodox, perhaps, in the music world, 
it’s not impossible. “The city really doesn’t mat- 
ter,” he said, noting that the only reason a musi-

cian really needs to be in a major city is to per- 
haps hook up with other musicians for touring, 
etc. As far as a recording career goes, though, 
“the program director [at a radio station] doesn’t 
care where they get [the artist] from. All the mar- 
keting tools are available to me as well.” His 
stint at the marketing firm helps as well, giving 
Ward the opportunity to hone the skills he would 
need to move ahead with an independent music 
Career. 

Being independent has become important to 
Ward, who notes that “the reason I’ve done it 
myself is because {now artists] can. It still takes 
money, but you can do more on less.” And he 
adds, maybe most importantly, “I can control my 
own destiny.” 

To that end, Ward released Miracles in Para- 
dise in May, and is busy working to promote the 
work which, he hopes, will move people. 

It’s natural, then, as an artist bent on inspir- 
ing and motivating, Ward has teamed up with St. 
Jude Children’s Research Hospital, one of the 
world’s premier centers for research and treat- 
ment of catastrophic diseases in children, prima- 
rily pediatric cancers. 

After approaching the organization and re- 
ceiving their approval, Ward has decided to do- 
nate 50 percent of all net profits from album sales 
and concerts in support of the album to the hos- 
pital. 

“Helping St. Jude Children’s Research Hos- 
pital by giving them a percentage of the sales 
makes the whole process so much more invigo- 
rating and worthwhile,” he says. “If it works, 
we both benefit in the end. It’s good.” 

Ward ts looking towards scheduling some 
concerts for the end of the summer, and may soon 
be playing at college campuses across the coun- 
try at events planned for St. Jude Children’s Re- 
search Hospital.
